society lino. 


When about to remove tho cover it was 


noticed that n. piece of omory-papor at one 
end was resting on tho Leads of several par- 
lor nifttohos. 
Tho box was deposited on tho 


counter with all tho gentleness which trem- 
bling bunds aro hoir to, and all ill tho store 
retreated. Anthony Comstock, who has an 
ofllco on tho second iloor, wag sant for. Tho 
boy was told to wait 
Mr. Comstock found 


that tho emorv-papor was fastened to a pino 
stick. This ho broku in two, removing the 
end on which tho emory was plncod. 


Less than lui inch bolow the edge o£ the 


box a pino flooring had boon glued in, mak- 
ing a closed compartment. At ono end was 
a plug half an inch In diameter with a hole 
in tho coutro, from which extended a {use. 
Around this woro 
arranged 
six parlor 


matches cut off near tho head, and stuck 
securely in the plug. 
Tlio omory-papor was 


glued to one end o£ a single pine stick length- 
wlao ot tho box and helJ by a tack in the 
centre, on which it could turo easily. The 
other end was fastened to n. serow lu ono 
corner of tho llooring by u rubber band 
twice doubled. In tho lid o£ tho box was 
t-lued at ono oad a piece ot wood two inches 
and a half thick and just wide enough to 
meet tho flooring when tho lid was placed 
lightly 
on. 
Tlioro 
was 
room enough 


on cither side or this piece of wood to pass 
the end o£ tho stick on which was fastened tho 
emery. Boforo tho lid had boon put on thu 
rubber had boon stretched taut, which threw 
tho emery back into ono comer, and tho 
stick was kopt from Hymn back by tho 
block. It was evidently expected that when 
tho lid was removed the rubber would pull 
tho stick around, drawing tho orcory across

Tho cork had 
boon wrapped with silk throad and a hole 
made in tho sido. The fuse passed up from 
tho powder through tho pen-holder, through 
tlio sldo oV tho cork, and then up through the 
flooring to tlio matches. Tho bottle was held 
in place by strips of pino glued along the 
sides. Ill the paper was found wrapped up 
pieces of coarse broken slllss- There was 
also an ounce vial halt llilod with nitric acid 
in the '•machine."
